Patrick J. 
Hines, freight conductor on CL, H. & 
I), train No. 95, thus far prefaced 
his testimony before Coronor Dur­ 
ham of Marion county' yesterday a f­ 
ternoon, when he made it clear to the 
coroner that he regarded Carl Gross, 
head brakeman of his own crew, re­ 
sponsible for the open switch through 
which train No. 36 plunged 
to 
a 
head-on collision with 
the 
freight 
early Wednesday morning. 
It is barely possible 
that 
some 
responsibility for the wreck at Ir­ 
vington may rest on the shoulders of 
Willis York, brother of Mrs. I’. G. 
Heaver of this city and engineer on 
the freight with w'hieh the passenger 
collided. 
I*. J. Hines, 
conductor on 
the 
freight, gave 
his 
version of 
the 
wreck in a statement to Coroner Dur­ 
ham of Marion county late yesterday. 
He said he had sent a brakeman 
ahead to close the switch, and that 
the brakeman reported t<» bim that 
fa r! Gross, head brakeman, and Wil­ 
lis York, had told bim that tile switch 
had l»een closed. 
Hines said that about halt an hour 
before the wreck, his freight train 
had entered the siding in two parts. 
He received orders, he said, from the 
telegrapher in the tower not far 
away, to proceed to Julietta and pass 
tile passenger train X<*. 36 there, 
**1 ordered the train out on the 
main track after I received the tele­ 
graphic orders, and had started the 
train to Julietta, when the engineer 
and I decided that we could not make 
Julietta in time. 
The engine had al­ 
ready gone dead a short time bet ore 
at a hill, and we were afraid to risk 
going to Julietta. 
“ I ordered tile train back into the 
switch in one pjece. and we backed in 
at the east end. When the train a r­ 
rived in the clear I lob! I). F. Fox, 
the rear brakeman, to go and sec if 
the switch lined lip with the main 
track. 
I told him I had to go to the 
telegraph stain iu I went to the tele­ 
graph station and then returned to 
the caboose. 
Cox went forward, according to 
the testimony, and asked G ro " and 
Willis York, 
the engineer 
of the 
freight train, whether the 
switch 
been chided. 
He reported to Hines, 
according to the testimony, that “we 
are in the clear and the switch is 
lined up for the main track.”

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Holding That the Interests of Business 


Require That All Uncertainty as to 


W hat Particular Items of the Tariff 


Are to Be Revised Shall 
B s Re­ 


moved as Soon as Possible, Gover­ 


nor W ilson M akes Statement. 


New York, Not. 16— Not later than 
April 15 of next year. President-Elect 
W ilson has ju st announced, he will 
call congress together in extraordi­ 
nary session to revise the tariff. 
In 
his statem ent made public on the eve 
of his dei altu re for a four-weeks’ va­ 
cation in Bermuda, he says that h* 
has determined upon this course 
only because he was elected on a plat­ 
form which (B riared for an immedi­ 
ate downward revision of the tariff 
schedules, but also because he feels 
it Is due to the business interests of 
the country that they should be re­ 
lieved of all uncertainty as to w hat 
the general purpose of the incoming 
adm inistration ar W ashington is. 
Governor W ilson’s formal statem ent 
follows: 
I shall call congress to­ 
gether in extraordinary session not 
later than April 15. I shall do this not 
only because I think th at the pledge< 
of the party ought to be redeem ed as 
prom ptly as possible, but also because 
I know it to be in the interest of hut 
iness that all uncertainty as to w ast 
the particular item s of tariff revision 
are to be. should be removed as soon 
as possible.” 
W hile the platform adopted at Balti­ 
more declared that the Democratic 
party believed that any other tariff 
than one designed for revenue pur­ 
poses is unconstitutional, cognizance 
was taken of the fact that a policy of 
protection has so ingrained itself int'; 
the com m ercial interests of this con: 
try that it would lie unwise to attem pt 
anything more than a gradual elim ina­ 
tion of the duties considered obnox 
ious. 
The dem and that this gradual 
reduction be instituted im m ediate', 
was nevertheless unequivocal. 
Beyond his bald statem ent that he 
will call an extraordinary session the 
president-elect has made no commem 
on tho situation other than that so fa­ 
ns he was concerned the pledges of 
his party and its platform would he 
carried out 
Governor Wilson sailed at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon for 
Bermuda on the 
steam er 
Bermudian, 
and 
will 
re-' 
there until IVC. 16. 
One of his flr.j t 
acts on arriving in Berm uda will bo 
to call U|>on the governor of Bermuda 
and to request him that he he per­ 
m itted to spend his time there without 
recognition of his official status either 
as governor of New Jersey or as pres­ 
ident-elect of the i'nited States.

w arned the country th at the Democrat­ 
ic candidate w as pledged to a revision!

to indicate his willingness to accept the 
indictment. 
The Id io c r a tic leaders in congress J 
confidently expect an extra session j 
and they look forw ard to it eagerly as 
an opportunity for at last passing bills; 
which for the past tw o years have 
lacked only the president’s signature tc 
become law. Undoubtedly w ith a Dem­ 
ocratic senate those bills will be modi­ 
fied and the La Follette amendment# 
will probably l>e discarded. 
But it eau 
be confidently stated flint the bills that 
Mr. Wilson will be asked to sign will 
not lie far different In principle from 
the m easures which Mr. T aft vetoed. 
In the bills w hich passed one house,i 
hut not the other, changes of a more 
sweeping character will be made at tile 
next congress. 
Some of these meas­ 
ures were hurriedly drafted, and obvi­ 
ously for political effect. 
The opinion is th at tile extra ses 
sion will beballed shortly a fte r inaugu 
ration day and that it will last well 
into tile summer.

Thirty-six states m ust assent to the 
change to m ake it a valid part of the 
constitution, so th at if six of the states 
whose legislatures meet next year fail 
or refuse to ratify it its adoption would 
be throw n "Aer until 1914.

SOON READY FOR CONGRESS 


C ircu lars Sent O ut to Form er M em bers 


of Service A sk in g Them to Join New 


O rganization B rin g Flood of Replies. 


Schem e Generally Indorsed. 


Secretary of the Navy Meyer has 
about completed the collection of a vast 
amount of data and information re­ 
garding the possibilities of a great 
United States reserve naval force, such 
as that provided for in a bill which he 
submitted 
to congress 
last 
winter. 
Through Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Winthrop a circular appeal has 
been issued to all former officers and 
enlist od men of the navy and marine 
corps asking for particulars as to age 
and occupation. 
Hundreds of replies 
have already been received which, in 
a tabulated form, will l*e presented to 
congress with another bill during the 
coming session. 
The bill which Mr. Meyer will seed 
to congress this year provides for the 
enrollment for five years of former 
naval mea. subject to call to service 
In the regular navy in time of war. 
Members of the naval reserve may en­ 
ter active service for periods not ex­ 
ceeding one year at one time. Line of­ 
ficers shall be enrolled in the ranks 
from ensign to lieutenant to the ex­ 
tent of GO per cent of tile retrainr offi­ 


cers. 
Officers above tbeseHrabks in ! 
good standing, who resigned within 
ten years, are to have the rank they 
held when they quit the service. 


Tw enty-one T housand Men on the List. 
There are notv about 21,000 former 
navy men, a large percentage of whom 
would respond to a call in case of war. 
The circular issued by Assistant Sec­ 
retary Winthrop says: “To the officers 
and men who have honorably left the 
navy, the reserve of which they are to 
constitute a special part, called the ex- 
service branch, offers all that is to be 
found in the great societies that have 
followed each war. 
Where men have 
served through similar experience of 
hardship aud pleasure of excitements 
and contests and have then been sep­ 
arated the desire grows strong within 
them to renew’ old associations and 
keep alive together their experiences. 
“This spirit has given creation to the 
Society of the Cincinnati, the Aztec so­ 
ciety. the Loyal Legion, the Grand 
Army of the Republic and many oth­ 
ers. Men who serve in the navy have 
experiences unlike those of any other 
class of citizens because they are so 
vastly more varied. They extend over 
all the world. They include every fea­ 
ture of the restless sea, and to nearly 
every man of the navy there is the 
memory of some active military cam­ 
paign, larger or smaller. 
“It is to keep alive those associa­ 
tions and thus keep active the interest 
in the navy that the department s plan 
provides for local organizations and the 
return at intervals of the members of 
the reserve to the active fleet.’’ 


W. Worthington, who were appointe 
to appraise the estate by the Suffolk

PAY OF ENGINEERS IS 
TO BE STANDARDIZED 


Important Victory for Men OI 
Eastern Roads. 


Chicago. Nov. 16.—A decision has 
been reached by the arbitration com­ 
mittee selected to decide between the 
eastern railroads and their locomotive 
engineers, and its report will be made 
public shortly. 
The effect of the decision of the ar­ 
bitrators, according to unofficial ad­ 
vices. will be to “standardize” the pay 
of the engineers on forty-eight east­ 
ern roads, which means a victory in 
an important point for the employes. 
It will mean a decided raise in wages 
for the men employed by practically 
all of the roads except the New York 
Central 
and 
the Pennsylvania sys­ 
tems. but bow many million dollars 
this means was not revealed. 
The meeting in Chicago was of the 
sub-committee of the arbitration com­ 
mittee which met to dispose of certain 
details. 
It is hinted that the report 
of the arbitrators will not be unani* 
mons. Is it thar Messrs. Willard, pres­ 
ident of the Baltimore & Ohio, and 
Morrisey, president of the Railroad 
Employes and Investors’ society, will 
file a minority report as a matter of 
form, each man disagreeing with the 
findings of tim majority, which, how­ 
ever. binds them under the arbitration 
agreement.

Be William J. Flynn. 
New York, Nov. 
16.—William J. 
Flynn, chief of the secret service for 
the district about New York and now 
head of the investigators for the Cur­ 
ran aldermanic committee, will resign 
from his place on the staff of the com­ 
mittee on Monday next, and on Wed­ 
nesday, Nov. 20. will succeed Chief 
Wilkie at the head of the secret serv 
ice of the United States, with head­ 
quarters at Washington. 


JEWISH CITIZENS ABE 
THOROUGHLY AROUSED 


Will Tolerate No Compromise 


On Passport Question. 


Washington, Nov. 16.—Beyond all 
doubt developments in the Russian 
treaty situation make it clear that 
an agreement has not yet been reach­ 
ed by the two governments for a mo­ 
dus vivendi which would avert a tariff 
war. 
But even more significant was the 
warning sounded by Jewish leaders 
that 
any administration which 
at 
tempted to dodge the passport issue 
for the sake of trade relations with 
Russia would bring upon itself a tre­ 
mendous attack backed by the com 
bined strength of all the Jews and 
Jewish interests in this country. 
Re 
ports published to the effect that such 
a plan was about to be consummated 
started a movement of protest from 
Jewish citizens which threatens to 
prove more formidable than the orig­ 
inal fight which resulted in the denun 
elation of the treaty of 1832 by Presi­ 
dent Taft last wanter. 
What may be expected was clearly 
indicated in a statement by Simon 
Wolf, an attorney of Washington, who 
is a close friend of President Taft and 
is regarded by both official and unoffi 
rial Washington as the untitled repre 
sentative of the Jewish interests of 
Washington. 
Mr. Wolf said: 
"We shall do all in our power to 
prevent any arrangements being mad'’ 
with Russia whereby the passport 
question will lie ignored. 
This coun­ 
try fought a great war lasting four 
years for the sake of a principle 
It 
is now going to sacrifice that principle 
for the sake of a relatively insignifi­ 
cant amount of money.” 
Mr. Wolf already has taken steps 
looking to the concentration of the 
attention of the Jewish organizations 
in this country upon the new phase 
of the situation.

William F. Dunn of Granite City, 111., 
who eloi>ed to this city several weeks 
ago with his organist. Miss Estelle 
Masser. was arraigned before Police 
Judge Philip C. Gould on the charge 
of immoral conduct and was fined $200 
and costs and sentenced to the county 
Jail for three months. 
He will take an appeal.

Dynamiter Who Pleaded Guilty 


Goos On Stand. 


TELLS ALL HE KKOWS OF IT 


In Planting a Charge cf Dynamite en 
a “Jcb ” at Dayton, Cincinnati Iron 
Worker Placed Umbrella Over the 
Explosive to Protect It From the 
Rain, Forgetting That His Initials 
Were Carved on the Handle. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 16.— As th e re are 
not few er than IOO corroborating w it­ 
nesses present, in order th a t these 
w itnesses, who are here to corrobor­ 
ate O rtie McManigaFs story .of p a r ­ 
ch a s. s cf d 4 na m ite and o th er dr tail'5 
m ight testify and return home, it may 
be ten days hr fore M edianiga! 
re­ 
sum es his testimony. 
Edw ard Clark of Cincinnati, who 
p le a d 'd guilty soon afte r the eases 
w ere called for trial, w as placed on 
the stand and redeem ed his prom ise 
to m ake a clean bre ast of the m a tte r 
so far as he w as concerned in the con­ 
spiracy. 
Ile told of arran gin g with 
Hockin for the purchase of dynamite, 
of coing to Dayton with the explosive 
and of settin g it under the Cincinnati. 
H amilton 
Dayton railroad bridge, 
and because It. was raining very hard 
a t the time, lie placed an um brella 
over the explosive. 
H e said he had 
forgotten for the m om ent th a t his in­ 
i t i a l were cut* on the handle of the 
umbrella. 
He identified several le t­ 
ters he had w ritten to President Ryan 
an;] Secretary M cN am ara and copies 
of the letter- lie had received. 
T he story of O rtie McManigal, as 
fa r as it has been told on the w itness 
stand, was corroborated by m any w it­ 
nesses. 
George IT. Phillips of O ak­ 
land. Cal., assistant superintendent of 
the Giant Powder company, testified 
th a t on Sept. 23. 1910, he sold 500 
pounds, or t n cases of 80 per cent 
nitro-gelatin. an explosive m uch more 
powerful than dynam ite. 
He describ­ 
ed the three men with a launch who 
obtained the explosive, one b rin g a 
man with som ething wrong with his 
eye (M. A. Schm idt), the oth er boing 
of a description which corresponds 
with th a t of Dave Caplin, and the third 
being a "man who looked like a con­ 
sum ptive,” said Philips. 
This third 
man, whose name was given to him is 
J. ll. Bryson, said Philips, he later saw 
In the Ix?s Angeles jail, and found to 
he J. P. M cNamara. 
Nine cases of the nitro-gelatin he 
sold to these men on Sept. 23 were re­ 
turned to him in October. 1910. by the 
San Francisco police, said the pow*der 
company official. 
Other witnesses will tell of the find­ 
ing of this explosive stored in an old 
house in San Francisco.

The Republicans, on the other hand, 
seemed we Ti pleased that the Demo­ 
cratic administration is going to tac kle 
the tariff at an early date. They arc- 
confident that the revision will spell 
dissension in the Democratic ranks 
and disaster for the party. 
When W. J. Bryan was informed of 
Governor Wilson's announcement, he 
said: 
"I think that both Governor 
Wilson’s conclusions and his reasons 
are sound, and I have expected the 
special session 
I Hold that the tariff 
question is the principal one before 
the i**ople for discussion by congress, 
and it will doubtless prove so.” 
Colonel Bryan declined to state w'bat 
he regards as other important ques­ 
tions which should be brought tip 
promptly for legislative action, saying 
that there are several of them, as Taid 
down in the Baltimore platform. 
“I am strongly in favor,” he added 
“of carrying out the promises mad.- 
to the American people in the Balti­ 
more platform.” 
Champ (’lark said: 
“We made cer­ 
tain definite promises in order to win 
at the last election, and we ought to 
carry them out religiously. I have no 
doubt we will keep faith with the peo­ 
ple.

visited several mosques today, includ­ 
ing St. Sophia. 
There, save for the 
corners reserved for religious cere­ 
monies. the whole building was taken 
up with soldiers and refugees, sleep­ 
ing. eating, cooking and doing all sorts 
of w’ork.”

Holding That the Interests of Business 


Require That All Uncertainty as to 
What Particular Items of the Tariff 
Are to Be Revised Shall Be Re- 
moved as Soon as Possible, Gover- 
nor Wilson Makes Statement. 


New York, Nov. 16.—Not later than 


April 15 of next year, President-Elect 
Wilson lias just announced, he will 
call congress together in extraordi- 
nary session to revise the tariff. 
In 


his statement made public on the eve 
of his departure for a four-weeks' va- 
cation in Bermuda, he says that ha 
has determined upon this course not 
only because he was elected on a pint- 
form which declared for an immedi- 
ate downward revision of the tariff 
schedules, but also because he feels 
it is due to the business interests oi 
the country that they should be re- 
lieved of all uncertainty as to what 
the general purpose of the incoming 
administration at Washington is. 


Governor Wilson's formal statement 


follows: 
"I shall call congress to- 


gether in extraordinary session not 
later than April 15. I shall do this not 
only because I think that the pledges 
of the party ought to be redeemed as 
promptly as possible, but also because 
I know it to be in the interest of bus 
iness that all uncertainty as to what 
the particular items of tariff revision 
are to be. should be removed as soon 
as possible." 


While the platform adopted at Bait! 


more declared that the Democratic 
party believed that any other tarif 
than one designed for revenue pur 
poses is unconstitutional, cognizance 
was taken of the fact that a policy o 
protection lias so ingrained itself int' 
the commercial interests of this conn 
try that it would be unwise to attemp 
anything- more than a gradual elimina 
tion of the duties considered obnox 
lous. The demand that this gradtir 
reduction be instituted immediate', 
was nevertheless unequivocal.

carried out.

EXTRA SESSION OF 


CONGRESS EXPECTED. 


Tariff Revision Likely to Be Taken Up 


Soon After March 4. 


Almost the first duty that President 


Wilson will perform will be to issue :i 
•all for an extraordinary session of 
Congress to revise the tariff, according 
o the prevailing opinion in Washing- 
on. Three tariff bills, passed by con- 
gress and vetoed by President Taft. 
need only to be passed again to get the 
signature of the Democratic president. 
It is also held that the Democratic 
platform pledges Governor Wilson tc 
ssue the call. 
What the Democratic platform does 


declare for is the "immediate dowu 
ward revision" of the tariff, and this 
expression since the campaign of 1!)OS' 
jas been held to mean revision at an 
estra session. Governor Wilson him- 
self made no direct statement on the 
subject, though when President Taft 
\varned the country that the Democrat- 
ic candidate was pledged to a revision 
of the tariff at an extra session Mr. 
Wilson smiled in a way that seemed 
to indicate his willingness to accept the 
indictment. 


The Democratic leaders in congress 


confidently expect an extra session, 
and they look forward to it eagerly as 
an opportunity for at last passing bills 
which for the past two years have 
lacked only the president's signature to 
become law. Undoubtedly with a Dem- 
ocratic senate those bills -will be modi- 
tied and the La Follette amendments 
will probably be discarded. But it cau 
be confidently stated that the bills that 
Mr. Wilson will be asked to sign will 
not be far different In principle from 
the measures which Mr. Taft vetoed.

SOON READY FOR GONORESS 


Circulars Sent Out to Former Members 


of Service Asking Them to Join New 
Organization Bring Flood of Replies. 
Scheme Generally Indorsed. 


Secretary of the Navy Meyer has 


akMt completed the collection of a vast 
amount of data and information re- 
garding the possibilities of a great 
United States reserve naval force, such 
as that provided for in a bill which he 
submitted to congress last winter. 
Through Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Winthrop a circular appeal has 
been issued to all former officers and 
emlisted men of tlie navy and marine 
csrps asking for particulars as to age 
a»d occupation. 
Hundreds of replies 


have already been received which, in 
a tabulated form, will be presented to 
cengress with another bill during tte 
coming session. 
•

The bill which Mr. Meyer will send 


to congress this year provides for the 
enrollment for five years of former 
naval mea, subject to call to service 
-In the regular navy in time of war. 
Members of the naval reserve may en- 
ter active service for periods not ex- 
ceeding one year at one time. Line of- 
ficers shall be enrolled in the ranks 
from ensign to lieutenant to the ex- 
tent of 50 ner cent of t!ie remilnr offi- 


cers. 
Ufflcera above these ranks'In 


good standing, who resigned within 
ten years, are to have the rank they 
held when they quit the service. 
Twenty-one Thousand Men on the List 


There are now about 21,000 former 


navy men. a large percentage of whom 
would respond to a call in case of war. 


The circular issued by Assistant Sec- 


retary Winthrop says: "To the officers 
and men who have honorably left the 
navy, the reserve of which they are to 
constitute a special part, called the ex- 
service branch, offers all that is to be 
found In the great societies that have 
followed each war. Where men have 
served through similar experience of 
hardships and pleasure of excitements 
and contests and have then been sep- 
arated the desire grows strong within 
them to renew old associations and 
keep alive together their experiences. 


"This spirit has given creation to the 


Society of the Cincinnati, the Aztec so- 
ciety, the Loyal Legion, the Grand 
Army of the Republic and many oth- 
ers. Men who serve in the navy have 
experiences unlike those of any other 
class of citizens because they are so 
vastly more varied. They extend over 
all the world. They include every fea- 
ture of the restless sea, and to nearly 
every man of .the navy there is the 
memory of some active military cam- 
paign, larger or smaller. 


"It is to keep alive those associa- 


tions and thus keep active the interest 
in the navy that the department's plan 
provides for local organizations and the 
return at intervals of the members of 
the reserve to the active fleet"

Eastern Roads. 


Chicago. Xov. 16.—A decision has 


been reached by the arbitration com- 
mittee selected to decide between the 
eastern railroads and their locomotiTe 
engineers, and its report will be made 
public shortly. 


The effect of the decision of the ar- 


>itrators, according to unofficial ad- 
vices, will be to "standardize" th* pay 
of the engineers on forty-eight east- 
ern roads, which means a victory in 
an important point for the employes, 
t will mean a decided raise in wages 
'or the men employed by practically 
all of the roads except the New York 
Central and the Pennsylvania sys- 
.eras. but how many million dollars 
;his means was not revealed. 


The meeting in Chicago was of the 


sub-committee of the arbitration com- 
mittee which met to dispose of certain 
details. 
It is hinted that the report 


of the arbitrators will not be unani* 
mous. but that Messrs. Willard, pres- 
dent of the Baltimore & Ohio, and 
VIorrisey, president of the Railroad 
Employes and Investors' society, will 
file a minority report as a matter of 
'orm. each nan disagreeing with the 
findings of the majority, which, how- 
ever, binds them under the arbitration 
agreement. 


In the long list of grievances filed 


by the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers on lielialf of the men last Feb- 
ruary, the principal demand was for a 
standardization of pay for all roads 
such as is in fnrce in the west. Tho 
representatives of the railroads de- 
clined at onco to accede to the de- 
mands, and for a day or two a general 
strike was threatened.

JEWISH CITIZENS ARE 
THOROUGHLY AROUSED 


Will Tolerate No Compromise 


Washington, Nov. 16.—Beyond ail 


doubt developments in the Russian 
treaty situation make it clear that 
an agreement has not yet been reach- 
ed by the two governments for a mo- 
dus vfvendi which would avert a tariff 
war. 


But «ven more significant was the 


warning sounded by Jewish leaders 
that any administration 
which at- 


tempted to dodge the passport issue 
for the sake of trade relations with 
Russia would bring upon itself a tre- 
mendous attack backed by the com- 
bined strength of all the Jews and 
Jewish interests in this country. Re- 
ports published to the effect that such 
a plan was about to be consummated 
started a movement of protest from 
Jewish citizens which threatens to 
prove more formidable than the orig- 
inal fight which resulted in the denun- 
ciation of the treaty of 1832 by Presi- 
dent Taft last winter. 


What may be expected was clearly 


indicated in a statement by Simon 
Wolf, an attorney -of Washington, who 
is a close friend of President Taft and 
is regarded by both official and nnoffl 
clal Washington as the unfilled repre 
sentative of the Jewish interests of 
Washington. 
Mr. Wolf said: 


"We shall do 'all in our power to 


prevent any arrangements being made 
with Russia whereby the passport 
question will be ignored. This coun- 
try fought a great war lasting four 
yean for the sake of a principle. It 
1s now'going to sacrifice that principle 
for the sake of a relatively insignifi- 
cant amount of money.'" 


Mr! Wolf already bas taken steps 


looking to the concentration of the 
attention of the Jewish organizations 
In this country upon the new phase 
of the situation.

Dynamiter Who Pleaded Guilty 


Goes On Stand. 


TELLS ALL KE KNOWS OF IT 


In Planting a Charge of Dynamite en 


a "Job" at Dayton, Cincinnati Iron 
Worker Placed Umbrella Over the 
Explosive to Protect It From the 


. Rain, Forgetting That His Initials 
Were Carved on the Handle. 


•Indianapolis, Nov. 16.—As there are 


not fewer than 100-corroborating; wit- 
nesses present, in order that these 
witnesses, who are here to corrobor- 
ate Ortie McManigal's "story .of pur- 
chases of dynamite and other details, 
might testify and return home, it may 
be ten days before McManigal re- 
sumes his testimony. 


Edward Clark of Cincinnati, who 


pleaded guilty soon after the cases 
were called for trial, was placed on 
the stand and redeemed his promise 
to make a clean breast of the matter 
so far as he was concerned in the con- 
spiracy. 
He told of arranging with 


Hockin for the purchase of dynamite. 
of goins to Dayton with the explosive 
and of setting it under the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton railroad bridge, 
and because it was raining very hard 
at the' time, he placed an umbrella 
over the explosive. He said he had 
forgotten for the moment that his in- 
itials were cut' on the handle of the 
umbrella. 
He identified several let- 


ters he had written to President Ryan 
and Secretary McNamara and copies 
of the letters he had received. 


The story of Ortie McManigal, as 


far as it has been told on the witness 
stand, was corroborated by many wit- 
nesses. George H. Phillips of Oak- 
land. >Cal.. assistant superintendent of 
the Giant Powder company, testified 
that on Sept. 23, 1910, he sold 500 
pounds, or ten cases of 80 per cent 
nitro-gelatin. an explosive much more 
powerful than dynamite. He describ- 
ed the three men with a launch who 
obtained the explosive, one being a 
man with something wrong with liis 
eye (M. A. Schmidt), the other being 
of a description which corresponds 
with that of Dave Caplin, and the thirt 
being a "man who looked like a con- 
sumptive." said Philips. 
This third 


man. whose name was given to him as? 
J. B. Bryson, said Philips, he later saw 
in the Los Angeles jail, and found to 
be J. B. McNamara. 


Nine cases of the nitre-gelatin he 


sold to these men on Sept. 23 were re- 
turned to him in October, 1910, by the 
San Francisco police, said the powder 
company official. 


•Other witnesses will tell of the find- 


ing of this explosive stored in an old 
house in San Francisco.

Possessed of the Idea That It !s-?5ot 


Written in the Book of Fate That 
the State Shall Be Saved, the Otto- 
man Government Seems Incapable 
cf Further Efforts to Save Its Pos- 
sessions in Europe. 


Essen, Germany, Nov. 16.—The Rus- 


sian workmen in the Rhine provinces 
have started for Russia in response to 
telegrams ordering them to rejoin the 
reserves. 


London, Nov. 16. —Bulgaria 
has 


abandoned her intention of occupying 
Constantinople, one correspondent at 
Constantinople states, as a conse- 
•luence^ of the vigorous action taken 
by Russia and Great Britain at Sofia. 
Another correspondent, on the other 
hand, quotes the Turkish foreign office 
as stating that if the territorial con- 
ditions offered prove acceptable there 
will be no difficulty in arranging some 
form of entry by the 
belligerent 


troops. As far as the Turkish govern- 
ment 
is concerned, this probably 


means, adds th6 correspondent, that 
the question of an entry has already 
been settled. 


The correspondent of another paper 


says that the Turkish ministers held 
a long and anxious meeting at which 
the reports from the commanders at 
the front were considered. These re- 
ports state bluntly that the Turkish 
position is absolutely hopeless. Tchat- 
aldja cannot hold out for many days, 
at the best. The correspondent says 
that cholera has played immense 
havoc within the Turkish ranks. The 
sanitary conditions are deplorable. 
Yesterday's mortality amounted to 
2,000. 


The correspondent goes on to say: 


"The Turkish commanders are in de- 
spair, as it is impossible to stay the 
increase of the terrible visitation of 
disease, which has appeared in the 
most virulent form. 
The deaths al- 


ready amount to five figures. Those 
attacked by cholera are simply left to 
die without the slightest attention. 


"The Will of Allah." 


"An atmosphere of resignation to 


the inexorable decrees of fate has set- 
tled over the imperial, civil and mili- 
tary authorities. All seem incapable 
of further efforts to save the state and 
have become prepossessed with the 
idea that it is not written in the book, 
of fate that the state will be saved. 
European Turkey is regarded as lost 
beyond recall, and the little emotion 
of which Turkish character is capable 
is devoted to shedding a few mild 
tears over the possibility of losing 
even a portion of Constantinople. 


"The Turks are apathetic over the 


disaster which brought about the fall 
of the empire, and they seem incapa- 
ble of making one final effort to save 
something from the wreck. We hear 
no more of dying in the last ditch at 
Tchataldja. The Turks know perfect- 
ly well that against the Bulgarian ar- 
tillery they are helpless and that the 
rabble which passes under the name 
of an army will be driven back into 
Constantinople whenever the Bulgari- 
ans care to press home their attack. 
Constantinople is largely ignorant of 
the awful conditions at the front and 
remains extraordinarily calm. 
Busi- 


ness continues as usual and the music 
halls and other places of amusement 
are filled nightly with gay crowds, as 
though there was nothing so remote 
as war. A no more unlike city with 
an enemy hammering at its gates can 
be imagined. 


"It is estimated that 50,000 refugees 


already have been shipped to Asia 
Minor. 
The overcrowding 
on the 


ships is terrible. 
The sanitary ar- 


rangements in the, Ottoman capital 
are hopelessly inadequate. A serious 
outbreak of disease is inevitable. The 
plight of the refugees, left to shift for 
themselves as regards food and cloth- 
ing, is deplorable and, packed like 
cattle on the ships, they present a 
most pitiful spectacle, especially the 
very young and the very old. 


"The weather here is very warm, 


and all conditions are present for an 
outbreak and a spread of disease. I 
visited several mosques today, includ- 
ing St. Sophia. There, save for the 
corners reserved for religious cere- 
monies, the whole-building was taken ' 
up with soldiers and refugees, sleep- 
ing, eating, cooking and doing all sorts 
of work."
